REMARKS 

Claims 1-21 are pending in the present application. Claims 
22-30 have been canceled. Claims 1 and 12 are independent 
claims . 

Rejections Rendered Moot 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 22-30 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,852,651 to Fischer et al .

The cancellation of these claims is made without 
prejudice or disclaimer to the subject matter contained therein.
